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THE ERICH WRONKER COLLECTION OF EARLY NUMISMATIC <BOOKS 


Erich Wronker was bom in 1921 in Frankfurt am Main. When a boy, 
his grandfather gave him a few beautiful seventeenth century medals. 

The family fled to Paris from Nazi persecution in 1933 and moved to 
Cairo in 1937. Later, Erich went to Palestine to study viticulture but was 
drafted to serve in the British Army in World War II. His regiment was 
sent to Cyprus where Erich found Crusader coins at a fortress, once the 
site of Othello’s castle. 

Following the war, Erich returned to Palestine and worked for a bank 
in Haifa. He joined the Haifa Numismatic Society and became inter¬ 
ested in ancient Jewish and Roman coins, some of which he had uncov¬ 
ered at beaches before it was forbidden to keep such finds (forty years 
later in New York, a thief stole his bag containing that early collection, 
along with a Kadman book filled with four decades of annotations). 

In 1952 Erich married in New York. For twenty-five years he worked at the printing division of the United Nations and ran a private 
press as a hobby. During a visit to the Numismatic Museum at the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, Erich purchased a copy of 
Elvira Eliza Clain-Stefanelli’s 1965 Numismatics—an Ancient Science. It inspired him to begin collecting ancient numismatic books. 

When a collector friend presented Erich with a Gutenberg medal, he began collecting printing medals. At the St. Bride Foundation, 
he discovered the rare printing medal books written by Paul Jehne and William Blades and, eventually, acquired original editions of 
both. Erich joined the American Numismatic Society and later became a member of the Medal Committee. As a volunteer, he entered 
data on German reform medals into the ANS computer. 

A love of numismatics and a love of printing became inextricably entwined. His early numismatic books have given him twofold 
pleasures — numismatic and typographic.

INTRODUCTION 


Interest in early numismatic books has never been greater. In recent years, a number of works touching on the topic have been 
published, including Ferdinando Bassoli’s 1985 Monete e Medaglie nel Libro Antico dal XV al XIX Secolo\ the Warburg Institute’s 
1990 Medals and Coins from Bude to Mommsen, volume 64 of Wolfenbutteler Forschungen, 1995: Numismatische Literatur 1500- 
1864: Die Entwicklung der Methoden einer Wissenschaft ; and volume 36 of Schriftenreihe der Numismatischen Gesellechaft Speyer 
e. V., 1995: Wissenschaftsgeschichte der Numismatik. Beitrage zum 17. deutschen Numismatikertag 3.-5. Marz 1995 in Hannover, 
among others. 

Of particular importance are the groundbreaking works by Dr. Christian Edmond Dekesel, on Hubert Goltz and Charles Patin and 
on institutional holdings of early numismatic books. Next year will see the publication of Dekesel’s most important work to date, a 
corpus of all known sixteenth century numismatic books or, as the author terms it, Lipsius Revisited. It will more than double the 
listings found in the current “standard” work on the topic, the Bibliotheca numaria by Johann Gottfried Lipsius, published in 1801. 

In The ‘Boom ’ of Numismatic Publications between 1550 and 1559 , published in 1995 in Wissenschaftsgeschichte der Numismatik, 
Dekesel writes: “When Francis Haskell in his History and its Images’ [Yale University Press, 1993] stated that ‘The care devoted to 
numismatics in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries constitutes one of the greatest (but most neglected) achievements of Renais¬ 
sance scholarship , he was more than right.” Indeed. In global terms, Haskell’s assessment may well have a greater impact than the 
beehive of activity taking place within the numismatic fraternity. A noted art historian with impeccable credentials, Haskell’s view is 
essentially a reassessment and will surely, over time, “rehabilitate” the long-neglected field of early numismatic books. 

Unmentioned until now are the pioneering efforts of John Drury, i.e. David R. D. Edmunds. Starting with his first catalogue issued 
in October 1971, through his association as Director of Seaby (Rare Books) Ltd. 1979-1981, and continuing again as John Drury 
through the late 1980’s, Edmunds’ careful and detailed descriptions have never been surpassed. Possessed of an excellent classical 
education, a keen intellect, a topnotch bibliographic reference library and intense interest in the topic, his numerous fixed price cata¬ 
logues of numismatic literature remain invaluable to numismatic bibliophiles and set a new standard among numismatic booksellers. 

It should be noted that a number of the volumes in Erich Wronker’s library were acquired, over the years, from John Drury (Rare 
Books) Ltd. From the first sale in 1982, Erich was also a perennial attendee at the annual Kolbe/Spink New York sales. Usually, he 
went home with several good books in hand and, of course, there were private transactions in between. This year it will not be the same. 
Erich’s impeccable good manners, intelligent conversation and quiet yet friendly manner will be sorely missed. He was accomplished 
in many fields. Most numismatic bibliophiles, however, will likely remember him for the good taste so amply exhibited in the books he 
carefully and lovingly brought together.

1968 Numismatic Chronicle, pages 184-185: “(I)t is undeniable that Bude’s De asse was the greatest study of the kind produced by the 
Renaissance. In this work, which it is no exaggeration to call the philological masterpiece of the early Cinquecento, Bude succeeded far better than any of his 
humanist predecessors in establishing the exact meanings of the monetary terminology of Greek and Roman antiquity, as well as the correct value not only of 
Roman, but also of Greek coins in relation to those of his own time. ..After Bude no great contribution to ancient numismatics appeared for some time.” Ex libris 
Erich and Lili Wronker. First published in 1514, Bude’s work was immensely popular until well into the seventeenth century. This early edition was printed at 
the famous Aldine Press in Venice and is one of the earliest works printed in italic type. Aldus Manutius, the founder of the Press, designed and first employed 
italic type, which is said to be based on the handwriting of Petrarch. Manutius died in 1515 and this volume was printed by his two sons, under the supervision 
of his father-in-law Andrea d’Ascola. It is generally considered to be an outstanding example of early printing. This Aldine edition was also the first to be 
dedicated to Jean Grolier, Treasurer of France and a famous early bibliophile.

The 
text gives short biographical sketches of the emperors. Strada (1505-1588) was an Italian antiquarian who acted as a purchasing agent for the Emperors 
Ferdinand I, Maximilian II and Rudolph II, in addition to buying coins for the Fugger cabinet in Augsburg. The handsome illustrations are similar in appearance 
to those found in Fulvio and Huttich, the first two illustrated numismatic books. Haskell terms this a “very elegant book - in which the heads and surrounding 
inscriptions stand out in white against a deep black ground,” noting that Strada selected them from thirty volumes of numismatic drawings “which he had 
compiled while working for Hans Jakob Fugger, a member of the Augsburg banking family.”

Fearing slavery, and 
mindful of the possible need to buy his freedom, Vaillant immediately swallowed the collection of twenty ancient gold coins he was carrying. The corsair 
departed, however, without molesting anyone, and an urgent consultation of doctors followed, as to the best way to retrieve the coins. Opinion being divided 
between an emetic and a purgative, poor Vaillant was left to recover his coins at the rate nature herself permitted—which he duly accomplished, afterwards 
selling them to his friend Dufour from Lyon. Such were the incidental privations of the learned travellers ”

Also included are the embossed circular book labels of Loxley Warwick 
and the bookplates of Erich and Lili Wronker. Akerman was one of Great Britain's greatest nineteenth century numismatists and the founder of the Numismatic 
Chronicle. Lelewel’s magnum opus was the first work to cover in any depth the entire range of medieval European coinage, and, though far from complete, was 
not superseded until the close of the nineteenth century. Akerman’s additions thus appear to have been an attempt to keep Lelewel’s work as up to date as 
possible. Numerous blank leaves have been added to the plate atlas and Akerman tipped-in illustrations of coins on 25 of these leaves. Mostly, two plates per leaf 
have been affixed, many from unidentified French publications, some from Revue numismatique, a few probably from a German publication, and some possibly 
from English publications.

The eminent bibliographer and historian Jose Toribio Medina was bom 
in Santiago de Chile in 1852 and died there in 1930. Though numismatics was only a hobby, Medina published twenty works on the topic, many of which remain 
standard works. This body of work is but a fraction of his output. “His total production is awesome, with more than 350 titles to his credit.” (Carling Gresham, 
Don Jose Toribio Medina: A Man For Any Reason, 1985, THE ASYLUM, page 22). “As a result of his titanic labor—represented by the writing, editing, or 
translating of more than two hundred books and brochures and one hundred articles, many of them printed on his private domestic press—he has been called ‘the 
greatest bibliographer in Christendom’and ‘The Prince of Americanists ’’’(Maury A. Bromsen, Jose Toribio Medina: Humanist of the Americas, 1960, page xi). 
While numismatists may be largely unaware of Medina’s greater fame, they have come to realize their immense debt to his numismatic oeuvre. The selection of 
Medina’s numismatic books offered in this sale is one of the largest ever to come to market. Gresham’s rarity ratings may be pessimistic, but, even if all of his 
numismatic publications survived, there would not be enough copies to satisfy the demand. Lack of appreciation and unfriendly climatic conditions have 
certainly taken their toll and it is likely that only a fraction of the small numbers originally issued are extant.

Apparently, he also engraved the plates in 
his 1891 work (“Impreso y grabado en casa del Autor”), although some have questioned this assertion. His first printing press, acquired in 1888, was named 
“Ercilla,” in honor of the author of the Chilean epic. La Araucana. His second press, “Elzeviriana,” was used until 1919. It, of course, was named after the 
famous Dutch family of booksellers, printers and publishers, active from the late sixteenth to early eighteenth centuries. During one of his visits to Europe, 
Medina even purchased a set of Elsevir type. Gresham notes “that Medina’s presses were hand-operated; that his type was set letter by letter, page by page. 
Today, a typesetter can set within one hour that which took Medina 20 hours...Operating ‘Ercilla’ and ‘Elzeviriana’ was a laborious task; no wonder that his 
books were printed in such small quantities.”

A most interesting group of catalogues, including 
the important collections formed by Shepherd (English), Montagu (duplicates), Addington (Renaissance medals), Mackenzie (Scottish & English), etc. Impor¬ 
tance aside, in terms of entertainment value few catalogues of any period can compare with the elusive Shorthouse sale found here. Manville & Robertson term 
the catalogue “amusing” and the man "contentious.” After a lengthy description of a Queen Anne BELLO • ET* PACE pattern farthing in copper, the catalogue 
notes: “Unless a starting bid of £15 is made, this lot will be withdrawn, on the ground, that if an important English coin of which only three are known is not 
worth £15, it is worth nothing.'' According to Manville & Robertson, the coin brought £19.7.6 but they also note that “Dealers Spink, Thomas, and Verity, 
bought-in more than a third of the lots. These were offered in London the next year and some again in 1888.” In the Appendix, Shorthouse apologizes for the 
“prejudicial statement (lot 228) that the youthful Emperor Julian II. had a ‘Young Bear Head,” noting that “‘Young’ as distinguished from...‘mature’...and 
‘Bare’ head as distinguished from ‘laureated' was all that was intended.” The sale featured relatively few lots of American interest, mostly colonial coins sold in 
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lots. Shorthouse’s interest in the field, however, was intense and his lengthy comments “To American Coin Collectors” are filled with fascinating observations. 
He offers a reward for information leading to the return of “a valuable set of ‘Lord Baltimore’ silver money, consisting of the Shilling, Sixpence, and rare Groat, 
in unusually fine condition,” promising the informant “a P.O. order for £5, also a beautiful U.S. 1796 cent, with the cap, in absolutely Mint condition, for his 
trouble.” He then recounts the experiences of “Three Years’ American Coin Collecting in England.” “As late as 1882 U.S. coins were to be picked up in England 
very cheaply, now they very seldom occur. Our ignorance of them was, and still is, in most cases, profound.” He notes that “A lovely 1794 dollar stood for two 
years in the ‘Bureau de Change’ window, Charing Cross Station, London, staring at the British public; the writer could have had it a dozen times at £1. Finally 
swept off by good Mr. Randall on his last visit to the British Isles.” Though not cited in the bibliography, this text is doubtless the source of the pedigree in 
Breen’s Encyclopedia of the Nova Constellatio 100 bit to “T. F. Cloud, Pawnbroker, 207 High Holbom, London.” Shorthouse acquired the unique pattern for 
two shillings, three pence. “Knowing about as much about it as the average Christian knows about the Origin of Evil, he forwarded it to his friend Mr. W. Elliot 
Woodward. ..with whom an English gentleman can deal with safety and pleasure.” Originally offered in the Addenda to Woodward’s 1885 73rd sale with a 
$550 reserve, it finally sold for $272 in the 1886 83rd sale. Woodward’s account of the unique pattern is at variance with Shorthouse (“It has existed for an 
unknown period in the collection of an old numismatist in Scotland, whose recent death led to the dispersion of his cabinet by auction”). Shorthouse goes on to 
recount with pride the acquisition of a number of other “Plums,” including” “An ‘ Ameri” cent., in mint condition, another fine; a 1795 cent., thick lettered edge, 
in absolutely uncirculated condition...a 1796, with cap, in equal condition, resembles a proof. ..two fine 1804 cents...a 1799 cent, in mint state was just missed 
at 7s. 6d.. .Baltimore money (not yet stolen); rows of ‘pine’ and ‘oak tree’ money, some very fine;” etc. He notes “In Conclusion” that “American coins, 
compared with those of other nations, appear to the writer to be unquestionably the most uninteresting series in the world.” Then he suggests “that some 
American gentleman, wishing to acquire a very fine U. S. collection, had better come over next summer (1887).. and take away the collection to that Great and 
Amazing Country. ..to which it properly belongs...”

This catalogue was Henry Chapman’s first major solo production after the breakup of the partnership with brother Samuel Hudson the preceding year. While 
still graced by the magnificent photographic plates executed by his sibling, Henry catalogued the entire collection. He notes in the preface: “To prepare this 
catalogue has been a labor of love, as I am greatly interested in our pursuit and expect to devote my life to it.” True to his word, Henry Chapman conducted 
nearly fifty sales over the following quarter century, including famous collections such as Jenks. Earle, Zabriskie, Parsons, Bement and Jackman, among others. 
Many would argue, however, that he never sold a finer collection of American coins than the amazing Stickney holdings. Adams terms it a “Famous early 
collection, perhaps the best. Replete with history and great rarities in all metals ” Truly it is a magnificent collection, featuring colonials, pioneer gold, patterns 
Washingtonia and United States coins in all metals. Plated copies are routinely found in the hardbound post-sale edition in the familiar white cloth and boards. 
Before the sale, it would appear that Chapman sent plated copies in paper covers only to a select number of his most active customers and most of these copies 
have experienced considerable use over the years. The example at hand, in handsome three-quarter morocco leather, was presumably bound by Zabriskie shortly 
after the conclusion of the sale.

A nice example of the most famous of the Chapman sales and perhaps the most famous American coin 
auction ever held. John Story Jenks began collecting coins around 1850 and was eighty-two years of age when his collection was sold. Chapman claimed that 
“He is probably the oldest collector in the United States, and nearly every important sale has contributed to his collection.” Twenty years his junior, Henry 
Chapman was still at the height of his considerable powers: "Suffice it to say I have not spared my faculties, energy or money to give in this catalogue full 
descriptions of the coins contained in this grand collection." For years the Jenks catalogue served as the best American single reference guide to the entire range 
of numismatics. Of great importance for the fine array of ancient Greek and Roman coins alone, also featured was an incredible selection of medieval and 
modem European rarities and an especially important and extensive series of British coins. The American coins, from colonials to pioneer gold, were also of 
prime importance. Chapman cautioned that “Such a splendid collection as this is can only be secured by a liberal expenditure of money” and coaxed: “the outlay 
to publish this catalogue has been very great, and 1 trust collectors will show their appreciation of my efforts by either attending in person or commissioning 
myself or others to execute their bids.” This monumental catalogue was Henry Chapman's magnum opus and remains the capstone of his illustrious career. The 
total amount realized of $61,379.46 was a lofty sum at the time though nowadays a great many lots would alone bring over that amount.

At least two other works 
were published on the same grand plan: four volumes on Illinois banking in 1926 and four volumes on banking in Pennsylvania in 1928. Neither, however, 
benefited from the valuable input of Cross, who was a member of the National Board of Regents, American Institute of Banking and Professor of Economics at 
the University of California.

Its founder, Dr. George Francis Heath, was, in essence, a collector, and the publication has always endeavored to 
serve first the needs of coin collectors. About the time that the American Journal of Numismatics became exclusively a scholarly journal, The Numismatist 
unfurled its banner. It is filled with vignettes of collectors of the day, results of important sales and fascinating gossip on a wide variety of topics. Numismatic 
scholars will also find much of interest in its pages and the advertisements, old and new, are most useful as well. It is an unparalleled, comprehensive chronicle 
of coin collecting in America from the turn of the century to the present.

Alfred Sandham’s personal scrapbook and a most remarkable and valuable compilation. Unique. The index is unused and the scrapbook begins with “Editorial 
Comments on ‘Coins of Canada’ published 1869.” Reviews from the Daily Witness, Montreal Herald and the Daily News are pasted in. Subsequent contents 
include: an original printed notice reading: “ John Swan Randall, of Norwich, Chenango County, New York, has some bright uncirculated United States Cents 
of the dates, 1817, 1818, 1819, 1820. Of the 1819 Cents he has three varieties, one of which has a surface resembling a proof cent. He would like to exchange 
these for U. S. Cents, in like condition, of other dates prior to 1830, or he will sell and send by mail any of the above dates for $1 each,” below which is a 
handwritten note in pencil, presumably in Randall’s hand, continuing: “Or he will make a fair exchange for other coin - Would you like to exchange Canadian 
medals & if so what & how?;” “Photographs of Scarce Canadian Coins & Card Money,” comprised of mounted photographs depicting 22 images, mostly 
depicting tokens; an original pencil sketch of a “Design for a Medal to Celebrate the 227th Anniversary of the Founding of Montreal by M. de Maisoneuve, 
Drawn by A. Sandham, April 15th, 1869;” a specimen of “Sandwich Island Leather;” clipped illustrations of coins with identification and notes on rarity in ink; 
notices and clippings of American coin dealers dating from 1869; period newspaper clippings of numismatic interest; an 8th December, 1789 Advertisement 
concerning the estate of Pete Florence and the “sale by auction of all his dry goods, Liquors and effects.. ;” the Cincinnati business card of “Robert Downing, 
Publisher of Sheet Songs, and dealer in.,.

Messrs G. Bishop & Co., St. James St. were 
the printers entrusted with the work;” a photographic plate of Washington medals; a Mason & Co. flyer announcing, among other things: “Mason’s Coin 
Collectors’ Gallery of Photographs, Part I. now ready. Price, $2.00;” a photographic plate of United States large cents; an October 16, 1869 Numismatic & 
Antiquarian Society of Montreal meeting notice: “Your attendance is earnestly requested as the question of applying to Parliament for an Act of Incorporation 
will be presented at the meeting;” another meeting notice, dated Novr. 22, 1869, amended in ink by Henry Mott, the Secretary and, also, other meeting notices 
of the period; the May 10th, 1869 Edward Cogan flyer announcing the upcoming sale of the Mortimer Livingston Mackenzie collection, noting that “It is Mr. 
Mackenzie’s intention to have many of the pieces photographed and inserted in the catalogue. ;” a Nov. 1, 1869 certificate from the American Numismatic & 
Archaeological Society acknowledging the gift to the Library of two books by Sandham, signed by John A. Nexsen; a photographic plate of Roman gold coins; 
illustrations of early British coins with descriptions in Sandham’s hand; a holograph “List of Coins &c. presented by Alfred Sandham to the Numismatic and 
Antiquarian Society of Montreal” for 1866, 1867 and 1868; Canadian lottery tickets, scrip, etc., a May 13, 1869 certificate acknowledging the donation from the 
author of “Coins, Tokens & Medals of the Dominion of Canada;” a large printed circular from Edward Cogan offering the 1869 Norwalk-Washington Medal;

His 1869 work “The Coins, Tokens and 
Medals of Canada” writes McLachlan “should be classed as the pioneer book on the subject, one on which all later works are based.” Items occasionally have 
been removed from the scrapbook, possibly by Sandham himself. In 1872 Sandham started The Canadian Antiquarian and Numismatic Journal and, also per 
McLachlan, “almost alone, for nearly four years, either wrote or sought out and brought together the different articles or items appearing in its pages ” A number 
of the items present in this remarkable numismatic accumulation are extremely rare or unique and provide insight into nineteenth century North American 
numismatics and an unwavering dedication to it by one of the greatest Canadian numismatists of all time.
